"Democracy Is valueless without 
liberty," the Ambassador aaaerted. 
"and education Is essential. Even , 
during this period of felreas we have 
been able to go on with our educa- 
tional program. During the past 
two and a half years we have op- 
ened 10,500 new schools; every bat- 
talion behind the trenches has Its 
own school and library." 

"It is essentlitl to cea11ze»" Stenor 
de los Riot a ided, "that for a peo- 
ple to obtain a real (Mhical concep- 
tion of life is to obtain an aesthetic 
sensibility -^a new conception of hu- 
manity. a real brotherhood of man. 

'Tho tradition of Spain through 
centuries of conflict between this 
liberty and absolution is reasserted 
in this struggle again. We are ab- 
solutely oonfldent that the same 
form which has defeated absolut- 
ism in two civil wars will triumph 
again. The only new factor is the 
entrance of tolalitarlan foreign 
powers." 

The very fact that the rebels have 
found It necessary to rely upon 
foreign soldiery, the Ambaaagdor 
pointed out. indicates the weakness 
of their position. "We l.old but 40 
per cent of the territory of Spaki, 
but 70 per cent of. the people are 
living there.

When questioned as to whether 
Cue and Curtain should be allowed 
to continue In the face of yearly 
flnanclal deflclts, Kendrick said: 
"There Wbuld hava been no flnan- 
rial dlffirulllea In the past had 
we- been able to secure approval of 
the requests set forth In the eur« 
rent reorganization program. Each 
year the club lost money on scen- 
ery and props which hsd to be 
stored in out-of-the-way placea 
without adequate protection from 
deterioration and breakage. 

"Each year we have had to strug- 
gle along without a place In which 
to rehearse. When a play waa ready 
to present wt have alweys had to 
rent a theatre so small that Its 
seating rapacity would allow only, 
a MOO gate. 

"Each year there were hundreds 
of talented students who could not 
try out for Cue and Curtain pro- 
ductions because of the time which 
they would loee auray from their 
studies with no credit given for 
their work In a play." 

He said that the purpose of Ihe

MIm Ina Claire itv Once Is Enough 
"there was a man who married an 
Englishwoman without any temper- 
ament. The fact that she was not 
at all temperamental bored him so 
that he divorced her and married a 
Spaniard. Six months later he was 
found dead in the snow up in 
Norway." 

This is her moral to an erring 
husband who has fallen for a pallid 
clinging little minx. The author of 
"The Last of Mrs. Cheney" has 
given US a veritable eighteenth cen- 
tury comedy filled with cuckold 
husbands and flirtatious wives, 
smart and witty lines for worldly 
people to utter. The situation is 
very briefly summed up in telling 
you that Miss Claire, as the Duchess 
of Hampshire, seeing shS is in 
danger of losing her husband and 
having her well-loved home col- 
lapse about her, finds a way to 
bring him back to the roost. 

The story is that and nothing 
more, but It is told so pungently 
and solved so wittily that his new- 
est play by Frederick Lonsdale Is 
certain to become one of the sea- 
son’s favorites. The fact that .It Is 
set in the home of an English peer 
does not make it less applicable to 
the rest of the world. It does make 
it more palatable..

• THOMAS MANN, exiled Orman 
author, ^obel Prize winner, and 
recognized as one of the world's 
greatest living writers, will speak 
in Constitution Hall on Thursday, 
Mar. 10, at 8:30 p. m. for the Wash- 
ington Forum. This is the noted 
Orman’s first American lecture 
tour, although he has been in this 
country several times before as a 
visitor. 

Of recent years. Dr. Mann has 
devoted himself more and more to 
the aubject of democTacy's particu- 
larly democracy in Its relation to 
culture. Long, one of its most fam- 
eous standard bearers. Dr. Mann 
believes democracy will yet win, 
out over contagious fascist doc- 
trines and It la of this he will speak 
when he appears here -"The Com- 
ing Victory of Democracy." 

Thomas Mann’s place at a world 
figure of importance began in 1901, 
with the publication '' "Sudden- 
brooks," a book which gave its 
author rlaslc rank among the con- 
tinental novelists. But it was the 
appearance almost a quarter cen- 
tury later of "The Magic Moun- 
tain." a vast intellectual drama of 
the forces which play upon modern 
man, which placed the name* of 
Thomas Mann unquestionably be- 
side those of the greatest men of 
literature.

• THE WIDELY heralded Meiv* 
cury Theater production of Ju- 
lius Caesar has come but not 
gone. It will remain with those 
who saw it a lasting experience 
in the thaater. Adjectives have 
bean flying through our city of 
magniflrlent distances; the Mer- 
cury Group has been praised in 
most enviable tones. 

But in the general fire-works it 
does seem that with praise for the 
adaptation, the lighting, the acting, 
the streamlined set and costumes 
that a most important matter has 
been neglected. Since November 
we have heard from the wise men 
and seen in the presp only glory 
hallelujah to the intrepid artists 
who dared to resurrect an old war- 
horse and make it the wonder of 
the year. 

But what a warhorse* This Inter- 
pretation of Julius Cae,sar is our 
generation’s view of It. Merely be- 
cause we now mock the grand man- 
ner of the last century does not 
make performances that were the 
glory of their times less great. 
Theirs was in the tempo of their 
times. This performance Is in the 
spirit of our age. 

Mr. Wellea' adaptation is a thrill- 
ing one. From the rise of the cur- 
tain. revealing the atage in com- 
plete darkness, one Is aware that 
this is the theater at Its best. The 
\ murder scene, Antony’s speech, and 
the remarkable scene of Clnna the 
poet as visioned by Mr. Welles 
were realized perfectly. 

To this reviewer the Marc An- 
tony of Edmond O’Brien and the 
Cassius of Herbert Ranson were the 
most remarkable performances for 
they remained always Intelligent 
and emotionally moving. After 
Caesar’s body is taken away and 
his own speech to the mob it fin- 
ished. sly Antony’s lines: "Now let 
It work. Mischief thou art afoot,” 
the sudden darkening of the, stage 
and the tremendous crash o*n tha 
full organ sent thrills up and down 
the spines of an exclt^ audience. 
The mob fury illustrated by the 
remarkable scene of Cinna the poet 
who hts been confused by the mob 
with Clnna the Conspirator is most 
ingeniously pointed. 

So all glory, laud, and honor to 
the Mercury Group for giving us a 
Caesar in tune with our timet, 
but further hosannaht*for the gen- 
ius of three hundred years ago who 
conceived this study of human 
Ideals and ambitions. Many a man 
would be content to have written 
this play which was not another 
man's best. Adapters may come and 
playwrights may go. but Shakes- 
peare goes on forever.

With this new power and author- 
ity hoped for by the proponents of 
the constitution naturally the 
qualifications of the fewer members 
to be elected were raised so that 
only the best men on the campus 
would hold the responsible posi- 
tions. 

The problem now confronts 
the present council if the new pro- 
gram is adopted is to define major 
and minor activities, for upon this 
depends the list of available men 
eligible to run for offices on the 
council require that a student be 
registered in the University for 
two years, that he be on the ex- 
^UUve board of some major acti- 
vity, that he have a C averarge or 
better, and that he must submit a' 
specific program to the election 
rommittW. 

CoBspromIse Meeaute 

The constitution also states that 
a man must resign from his position 
as an executive on any other ectl- 
v^y and devote his time to the 
Student Council. This would seem 
to eliminate all members now on 
the executive board of the major 
activities, as most of them would 
rather remain executive members of 
their activity, than be a member 
of the Student Council. 

As a compromise measure, five 
members of the Council are to be 
chosen within the various actlvltlea 
themselves, and it Is reasonable to 
assume that the various activities 
within a certain major group will 
rotate this office as has been done 
on the publication department pre- 
viously. This compromise measure 
would seem to take care of those 
members now In activities, as the 
members chosen from the activity 
which they represent 

Political Patronag# 

The Council thus has a difficult* 
problem before them. If major ac- 
tivities include many activities 
which heretofore have been conald- 
ered minor, then the problem of 
choosing men to fill the offices 
win be alleviated, but if they do 
this they will have the same evils 
now prevalent in our present Coun- 
cil. that of choosing members be- 
cause of political patronage. 

A middle ground would naturally 
aeem to present ftaelf, but If we 
follow the middle ground we will 
not have the beat men available for 
the positlona. on the Council, but 
only the mediocre men.

Thesis Says 
Activities No 
Grade Index 


• CONTRARY to public opin- 
ion prevailing on the campus, 
participation In extra-curricular 
activities neither raises nor 
lowers the grades of those par- 
ticipating as compared with 
non-participants, according to a 
master's ihesU submitted to the 
faculty by Ludwig Camlnlta, Jr. 

Camlnita, who himself was an 
ocilvily man. u member of Omicron 
Delta Kappa, formerly editor of 
The Handbook and associate editor 
of The Hatchet, received his bache- 
lor’s degree in zoology In February. 
1934, and presented this paper as a 
pari of the requirement for a mas- 
ter's degree. 

In making his study he selected 
about .300 students at random from 
the files In the registrar’s office 
and divided them into two large 
groups, those who parllclpaled and 
those who did not. \ 

These groups were further sub- 
divided into day and evening school 
groups and then Into clauses and 
then by sex. 

His report pointed out that In 
general women make hlKh<*r grades 
than men and that day and evening 
school sudens make approximately 
the same grades. 

Outside Activities 

In explaining the discrepancy be- 
tween activity groups and non-ac- 
llvlly groups, he said thit many 
non-actlvily ' people really had a 
' large number of outside Interests, 
such as home life, the extensive lec- 
ture series it Town Hall, the state 
societies, the National Theatre, and 
the concert series of the National 
Symphony. 

These outside IntereMs*. together 
with the home and the work factor, 
explain the results noted above, 
according to Carfiinlta.

• A PLAN to INCLUDjE new 
benefits from the activities fee will 
be considered by a Student Council 
committee, with the possibility of 
submitting the plan for a referen- 
dum at the same time the proposed 
constitution is voted upon by the 
student body. The two-week period 
for approval of the constitution by 
constituent bodies will expire Fri- 
day. 

Three groups, the Men’s Inde- 
Combined Glee Clubs, had approved 
the constitution last Sunday. 

The plan which is being consid- 
ered will raise the activities fee |2 
to include these three benefits: 

(1) Surgical aid (the fee, at 
present, covers only medical aid 
and hospitalization). 

(2) Life membership in the 
Alumni Association (at present 
the graduation fee includes one 
year's membership; subsequent 
membership Is |2 a year). 

(3) A three-quarter million 
dollar endowment for the Uni- 
versity in 20 years. 

The committee, consisting of Dot 
Ames. Mary Lou Nash and Presi- 
dent Bill Rochelle, will report later 
on the plan, n w being used at 
Princeton University and many 
iother colleges.

Closed Date Ruling 
Social regulations of the Student 
Council rule that when a closed 
date is given to an affair, no other 
organization shall give a dance on 
that night, on the two nights pre- 
ceding. or on the two nights follow- 
ing. Chi Omega's dance was on the 
same night as the Engineer's Ball, 
while S. P. E.’s "Heart's Ball” was 
^n the following night. 

The Student Life Committee will 
not meet until the early part of 
next week, but Chairman DeWllt 
Bennett indicated that the action 
of the SLC would probably be to 
approve the Council’s motion. His 
personal reaction was to favor en- 
forcement. 

“If the Student Council has regu- 
lations, they are the ones to enforce 
them.” he said.

• Detailing t. e situatipn the fas- 
cist nations whereby a theory of 
leadership that "defines rationaliza- 
tion” has placed the Employer in 
the real lead of labor and has com- 

g letely destroyed all unionism, 
mith charged elements in United 
States industrial circles were favor- 
ably Interested In fascism, either 
consciously or unconsciously. 

"The Nazi regime.” the Board 
member said, "It based fundamen- 
tally on complete destruction of the 
labor movement and enthronement 
of the business man not only as the 
nominal but the actual leader of the 
state.” 

'There are many prominent in 
the field of business who base their 
philosophy on the destruction of 
the labor movement. There are 
methods still used by employers— 
Mlgllantlsm, citizens committees, 
company unions that are new and 
omlnou^ indications that v/e face 
the grave peril of penetration and 
adoption of fascist ideals. 

"1 maintain those employers who 
so continue to defeat the workers 
are those to whom fascism could 
make an unconscious appeal that 
could easily be turned Into action”, 
Smith continued. "In the United 
Stales the seeds of fascism lie in 
powerful places. If they are not 
checked they can easily abbllth de- 
mocracy." 

Stating that he could liot ofifer 
any definite blue-prlai for peace, 
Smith said that ” in the domestic 
field the National Labor Rela^ns 
Act, if not amended to hurt union- 
ism. is the great bulwark of. de- 
mocracy. In the forafin field We 
should adopt econom)! punishment 
for the safety of ourselves.” 

. Smith based hit conclusions In 
tha field of foreign relations upon 
an analysis of preeent-day imperial- 
ism. and a strong appeal to resist 
fascist agression' erf weak nations. 

• "If Germany. Italy, or Japan suc- 
ceed in establishing in a conquered 
territory a system of industry of 
agriculture”, Smith claimed, Tn a 
nation where the people live on a 
lower lavel than ourselves. It will 
present ' a very dlfflcult problem. 
Could we compete with thMr prod- 
ucts? Most onerous, the whole 
weight would fall upon the Amer- 
ican business man and worker. 

"And if we are subjected to this”, 
he asked, how ran we maintain the 
American standard -of living. In 
fact, how long could we keep from 
war?" , 

Smith charged the press, for 
“failing to reflect the true horror 
of fascist agression”, with "either 
not understanding the situation, or 
being conducted by those sympa- 
thetic with fascist ideals.”

particular subjects' It is a matter 
of paychological evidence, he said, 
that ther are no inherent disciplin- 
ary values in any particular sub- 
jects. their effectiveness in develop- 
ing the thinking powers depending 
on the manner in which they are 
taught. 

Having presented In three 
articles Ms criticiams of the present 
educational system, and having de- 
veloped the philosophy that the 
pretent "time-card” system of 
courses and credits dampens stu- 
dent initiative, President Hutchins 
concludes with an article entitled 
"What Can We Do About It?” In 
the course of the artlclei he men- 
tions the Chicago Plan, which Wat 
introduced in 1931, describing It as 
follows: 

Chicago Plaa 

“Anyone may enter the college 
level by demonstrating his aptitude 
for college work . . , Claas at- 
tendance is voluntary . . . Geneihl 
courses in his first two years en- 
able the student to' explore the 
major fields of knowledge, and gen- 
eral examinatlont have replaced 
coures examinations and couraa 
gfades.” 

And then he adds: 

*‘Fiir from being diacouragtd at 
the prospect of hard work, young 
people continue to flock to our 
tent, and the intelligence of the 
entering atiAent has been the 
highest In the Uniersity’s history,. 
Far from 'getting away with mur- 
der,’ they attend classes as regu- 
larly as they did when attendance 
was compulaory.” 

Bnedigar CoasBaeats 

Asked to comment on the Cht- 
eago Plan, Provost Ruedlger. form- 
erly Dean of the School of Educa- 
tion, r^iad that he was skeptiral 
of having only examinations. ‘The 
teacher is an easentlal part of an 
educational Institution as well as 
books and library reading.'* he said. 
*Thls seems tb ^ borne out by the 
way the studehts in the University 
of Oilbago have reacted toward 
clam attendaace. la their zegolHr 


attendance, It seems to me that the 
Chicago students are axhlblting a 
high degree of pedagogical good 
sense.” 

Professor Ragats ex^ased him- 
self as "much approving” of the 
Plan, adding: 

"It is one of the greatest experi- 
ments in the history of American 
education.” 

"It teems to me to Involve too 
great a departure from the guided 
work of good clau discuasion and 
leqturea," conunented Professor 
Garnett 

Seeger Approves 

While expressing himself as lik- 
ing the general theor yof tha Plan, 
Professor Seeger aald he believes 
that by merely taking objective 
tests, the students may mlu learn- 
ing how to Interpret facts and 
fields of knowledge in their rela- 
tion to one another. 

Professor Latimer of the Clastics 
Department observed: 

“There are three things which 
tha Average person cannot escape: 
Thought, thingt, and people. To 
my mind education In the real 
sense means the developmeot of 
one's thinking process, of the abil- 
ity to evaluate things, of social 
aptitude and responsibility; The 
Chicago Plan emphasizes the first 
to the neglect of the other two.** 

Professor Gray of the History 
Department aald the Chicago Plan 
has been highly successful because 
It has been gradually evolved to 
meet the needs of a vary select 
student body, and because the little 
details, such as advisory systems 
and reading and study programs 
have been carefully and efficiently 
worked out. 

He remarked, la addition, that 
we should not make the mistake 
of adopting any plan just b^uaa 
It has proved soocaasful elsewhere. 
Rather, w* should study other plants 
but devise a system to meet the 
needs of our own campus.
